In Address to Congress Wilson Says H e Desires 


Peace, But Freedom of Seas Must Be Upheld. 


Historic Scenes at Breaking off of Diplomatic 
Relations Re-Enacted.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 
26.—At a 
joint session of Congress this after­ 
noon President Wilson asked power 
to used the armed fort es of the United 
States in protecting American rights 
on the high seaa, and authority to es­ 
tablish a state of “armed neutrality.*’ 
The President pointed that while he 
desired peace, 
there 
is 
something 
greater than peace—the protection of 
the sovereign rights of America and 
that the untrammeled right of Ameri­ 
can ships to sail the seas unmolested 
by any foreign nation must be upheld. 
It was learned before the President 
appeared that he was confident Con­ 
gress would immediately grant his re­ 
quest. 


The historic scenes of a few- weeks 
ago, when President Wilson appeared 
before the joint session and notified 
Congress of the breaking off of diplo 
mat ic relations with Germany, were 
re-enacted today arter the President 
had solemnly read his address. 
President Wilson 
learned of 
the 
sinking of the I^aconia while en route 
to the capitol. 
President Wilson. In his request to 
a Joint session of Congress this after- j 
noon for authority to use the armed 
forces of the United States to protect 
American rights on the high seas, de- 
viared: 
“I am not now proposing or contem­ 
plating war or any steps that may 
lead to it. 
I merely request that you 
will accord me, by your own vote and 
definite bestowal, the means and au 
thority to safeguard in practice the 
right of a great people who are 
at 
peace and who are desirous of exer­ 
cising none but the rights of peace, to 
’ 
follow the pursuits of peace in quiet 
« 
ness and good will, rights recognized 
I 
t,me out of mind by all civilized na­ 
tions of the world. 
W*ar can 
only 
come to us by the willful acts and ag­ 
gressions of others." 
President Wilson, at the start of his 
address, referred to his action of Feb­ 
ruary 3rd in breaking off relations 
with Germany. 
He said that since 
then 
the practical results 
of 
Ger­ 
many's submarine campaign had not 
been fully disclosed." 
"Our own commerce is suffering In 
apprehension rather than in fact," he 
went on 
He cited the sinking of tho 
Housatonic and Lyman M. Law, do 
d arin g the case of the Lyman M. Law 
was practically the same as that of 
the sinking of the steam er Fry, for 
which Germany admitted Its liability. 
* This case, he said, "disclosed a ruth­ 
lessness of methods which deserves 
grave condemnation, but was accom­ 
panied by no circumstances 
which 
might not have been expected at any 
tim e.”

“It would be foolish to deny that the 
situation is fraught with the gravest 
possibilities and dangers and it would 
be most imprudent for us to be unpre 
pared." 
I cannot be unmindful,** said 
the 
President, "of the fact that the pres 
out term of Congress is soon to expire! 
and that in view of the unusual length 
of time which would be required to 
assemble and 
organize a new 
Con 
tress, I ought to obtain from you full 
and Immediate assurance of authority 
which I may need ut any time to ex­ 
ercise." 
The President asked Congress 
"to 
authorize me to supply our merchant 


ships with arms and means of using 
them and to employ any other means 
or Instrumentalities or methods that 
may be necessary and 
adequate to 
protect our ships and our people in 
their legitimate and peaceful pursuits 
on the seas.” 
He 
also 
asked 
for 
a 
sufficient 
credit to enable him to provide ade­ 
quate means of protection where they 
are lacking, including adequate insur 
anre against the present war risks. 
"It is devoutly to be hoped.” said 
the President, "that it will not 
be 
necessary to put armed forces any­ 
where Into action. 
I am 
sure 
the 
American people will understand the 
pirit In which I am acting. 
I hope I 
eed give no further proof than I have 
.1 ready given throughout nearly three 
earn of anxious patience that I am a 
riend of peace and mean to preserve 
t for America so long as I am able." 
He said the American people could 
rust him to act with prudence, and 
losed with the statem ent that while 
e had spoken of our commerce main

11 was not of material interests 
we are thinking, but of fundamental 
human rights. 
All structures, alike of 
family, state and nation, must rest 
J upon our liberty.

W hether arm ­ 
ed neutrality means war depends on 
whether Germany realizes the United 
States is ready to protect its neutral 
rights by whatever means necessary.

'Vashington, Feb. 27.—A movement 
to organize women for war 
service 
was planned Monday at a mass meet­ 
ing called by the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association, address­ 
ed by Secretary Baker and attended 
by Secretaries Daniels and McAdoo. 
A note adopted by the executive coun­ 
cil. to be sent to President Wilson, 
said: 
"We devoutly hope and pray that 
our country’s crisis may be passed 
without recourse to war. 
We declare 
our belief 
that the settlem ent of in- 
temational difficulties by bloodshed 
is unworthy of the twentieth century, 
and our confidence that our govern­ 
ment is using every honorable means 
to avoid conflict. If. however, our na­ 
tion is drawn into the maelstrom we 
stand ready to serve our country with 
the 
zeal 
and 
consecration which 
should ever characterize 
those 
who 
cherish high ideals of the duty of citi­ 
zenship." 
The note also said: 
“In so far as we are authorized we 
Pledge the loyal services of our more 
than 2 million members." 
To unify the efforts of all women’s 
organizations and co-operate with gov­ 
ernmental authorities, the association 
Plans to form a central organization 
omposed 
of 
representatives from 
each national organization of women 
willing to aid in war work lf need 
arises. 
Secretary Baker in his address dis 
< jssed the elimination of waste which 
the war in Europe has caused. 
“There is no people so wasteful as 
we are. 
It is not wanton waste, but 
perhaps a part of modern civilization. 
We have learned, like untutored chil 
dren in a rich garden trampling down 
the flowers. 
A lesson against waste 
is being brought home to every civil­ 
ized man In the world under the iron 
h eel of necessity. 
When peace comes 
Europe will be populated by a people 
who have learned not to waste." 
J he meeting was the closing feature 
of a three days’ conference of the as­ 
sociation’s executive council.

Georgia has been classed as a dry 
state since January 1st, 1908, but the 
prohibition law was not strictly en­ 
forced in some of the cities until May 
1st. last, when a drastic law abolish­ 
ing locker clubs became effective.

Senator R. M. Johnston of Houston 
has introduced a bill in the senate of 
Texas whit Ii would amend the T**x>- 
eleetlon law so as to nominate state 
officers, judges of the higher courts, 
United States senators, congressmen, 
etc., by the old party methods, leav­ 
ing the nomination of county officers 
and minor district officers to the T er­ 
rell election law, as at present.

of immediate necessities. 
If the slight abnormality in our eco­ 
nomic life caused by the 
increased 
trade with Europe can produce such 
conditions, what would real war re­ 
sult in. 
If we should be called upon 
to meet difficulties and overcome ob­ 
stacles like those which Germany is 
now 
confronting,, 
where would 
we 
land. 
It must be apparent to the veriest 
novice that our agricultural resources 
are so 
poorly 
developed and 
our 
ransportation facilities so hopelessly 
inadequate, as to be capable of sui)- 
plying the more 
densely populated 
centers only under the most favorable 
ircumstances. 
The moment there is the slightest 
ax upon the former, or the slightest 
nterruption of the latter we find our 
large cities not only inconvenienced, 
but distressed. 
The Chronicle has asserted

paid far too much attention to town 
building and nowhere nearly enough 
to agricultural development. 
Our cities have not only been per­ 
mitted, but encouraged to grow out of 
, all proportion to our rural sections,

We call ourselves a great farming 
nation, yet there is no other civilized 
country that has done so little, in pro­ 
portion to what it might, to build up 
ta agricultural power and perfect its 
marketing facilities.
